Al the same time the Slate 


Deparlmenl cautioned 
against 


any premature hopes that the 
U.S.-North Korean negotiators 
in Panmunjom are on the verge 
of a selllement that would lead 
to the speedy release of some 
or 'all of tile American crew. 


That talks'are continuing was 


the only sign that could be con- 
sidered progress, a spokesman 
said. 


Earlier, 
Asst. Secretary 
of 


State William P. Bun'dy deflated 
reports from Seoul that some 
agreement had been reached in 
principle for the release of the 
Pueblo crew. 


'Bundy, in charge 
of East 


Asian affairs, said he had no 
confirmation of the reports of a 
settlement, did not know the ba- 
sis for them, and could not re- 
port any progress at this time. 


'Secretary of State Dean Rusk, 


in an interview wilh Collegiate 
Press Service, also poured cold 
water on any expectation that 
the United States would apolo- 
gize. 


Rusk asserts policy 


"The 
notion that American 


flag ships can be seized on the 
high 
seas 
by 
any 
country 


around the world is something 
that we just cannot accept," 
Rusk declared. "This is some- 
thing we have not accepted 
throughout our hislory and we 
don't intend to start now". 


Press officer Robert J. Mc- 


Closkey told newsmen it is incon- 
trovertible lhat the Pueblo when 
first approached "was well be- 
yond North Korea's 12-mile lim- 
it and North Korea knew this." 


He also insisted that remarks 


•by Secretary of Sta'te Dean 
Rusk and Secretary of Defense 
Robert S. McNamara in a na- 
tionwide television appearance 
Sunday should not liave been in- 
lerpreted as laying the ground- 
work for an apology in advance. 


"What they'said was lhat if 


additional facts became known 
after the release of the ship and 
the crew, those facts would be 
made public," McCloskey said. 
"There was no suggestion the 
United States would make an 
apology in advance." 


The Rusk and McNamara dis- 


closure that the Pueblo main- 
tained radio silence from Jans 
10 to Jan. 21 led lo speculation 
in South Korean 
government 


quarters, sources said, that the 
Uniled States was preparing to 
apologize to the North Korean 
Communist regime. 


Informants indicated that this 


may have been the basis for 
some of Ihe reports thai an 
agreement had been reached at 
Panmunjom. 


Allies strained 


Informants added that only a 


diplomatic move in (he form of 
a note or a special envoy could 
ease the present strain in rela- 
tions between Washington and 
Seoul. 


According to qualified sources 


the United States apparently 
told the South Korean govern- 
ment that Panmunjom would be 
used as a place of contact be- 
tween American and Norlh Ko- 
rean representatives, and not as

When President Johnson dis- 


closed at his news conference 
last Friday that talks already 
had taken place between Ameri, 
can and North Korean repre-

'Lost' Gl finds discharge 


FT. DIX, N.J. (AP) - The. 


Army, w h i c h 
admitted last 


1 month it "lost" an AWOL pri- 
vate for nearly nine months all- 
or assigning him to Vietnam 
and then found him, has decid- 
ed to let him go permanently. 


Pvt. Robert Worth, 23, of New 


Shrewsbury left this post as a 
civilian Saturday. In his pockel 
he carried a general discharge 
he was granted for reasons of fi- 
nancial hardship. 


An Army spokesman said the 


"nature of his (Worth's) service 
was such that an honorable dis- 
charge was not warranted." The 
spokesman said Worth's service 
Included an uncxcused absence 
of nine 'months. 


Worth originally contended he 


never received his orders to 
•Vietnam, but the Army Insisted 
that he had tho orders in his pos- 
session when he was returned 


to this military base. 


Worth said, he went home last 


•May to obtain three affidavits 
for 
the American Red Cross 


about his family's siluation aft- 
er the Army turned down h i s 
application for n hardship dis- 
charge. Worth claimed he has 
to help support his widowed 
molher and five younger brolh- 
crs and sisters. 


He said the Army's Personal^ 


Affairs Department ruled origf 
nally that he was^not eligible for 
a hardship discharge since he 
had volunteered for service and 
since conditions at home had 
not 
changed 
his 
enlistment. 


However, on Jan. 31 the de- 
partment, in a change of mind, 
recommcnUod the hardship dis- 
charge, 


Tho 
Army learned 
of his 


whereabouts only last m o n t h 
and declared him AWOL retro- 


active to last May 2. Worth said 
that in lhat lime he had worked 
at odd jobs on farms in the New 
Shrewsbury area helping to sup- 
port his family. 


Worth reported to the Over- 


seas Replacement Cenler at Ft. 
Dix last April and went AWOL 
on April 17, the Army said. He 
turned himself In April 30. 


The contusion arose 
when 


Worth was told he would be 
punished by his unit command- 
er. 


"He apparently look off again 


before he cou|d be punished," 
an Army spokesman said. "The 
•Army thought he had shipped 
out to Vietnam and it was so 
rioted on his punishment form." 


•However, the daily report filed 


by each Army unil contained no 
word Ihnt Worth was missing 
and that's how Ihe Army "lost" 
him.

allied troops have been killed, 
546 of them American's and 1,169 
South Vietnamese. 


The toll of civilians killed, 


wounded and made homeless by 
the fighting was mounting into 
the many thousands. In Saigon, 
46,700 homeless civilians were 
'being sheltered in schools, hos- 
pitals, churches 
and Buddhist 


pagodas.

Allowances cut 


Tlie new program includes a 


cut in the duty-free allowance 
on souvenirs and other goods 
bought overseas from $100 to $10 
and in the duty-free gift provi- 
sion from $10 to ?1 for each arti- 
cle.

countries except Mexico, Cana- 
da and the Caribbean area. 


•Fowler said the travel tax and 


ticket tax would cut the dollar

dent Johnson proposed Monday 
increased federal assistance for 
college and university sludenls 
and recommended a sharp cul 
in construction aid for institu- 
tions of higher learning. 


The President's annual educa- 


tion message to Congress placed 
major 
emphasis 
on financial 


help for students in higher edu- 
cation and called for appropria- 
tions for this purpose of $574.8 
million for 
fiscal year 1969. 


That's an increase of 853 million 
over the present year. 


Johnson proposed a modest 


increase in federal spending for 
education at all levels and his 
message basically reflects a re- 
shuffling of priorities. For ex- 
ample federal outlays for the. 
new fiscal year beginning next 
July 1 will total about 13 per 
cent of the total cost of educa- 
tion in this.country.

Unnamed state school districts told to desegregate 


HARBISBURG 
(AP) — The 


slate Human Relations Commis- 
sion said Monday it has directed 
a number of unidentified school 
districts in Pennsylvania to sub- 
mit plans for racial desegrega- 
tion by July 1. 


However, (he commission re- 


fused to identify the districts or 
specify 
how 
many 
were 


involved. 


Ths 
Shafer Administration 


news office was called in for as- 
sistance to no avail. 


Jack Conmy, Gov. Shafer's 


public relations secretary, said 
David H. Kurtzman, Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction, 
told him 18 letters were sent out 
on commission stationery. 


However, Corrimy had no more 


success than reporters in secur- 
ing the names of the districts. 


Conmy said the commission 


believed it was protected from 
the stale's right-to-know law 
since the Human Relations Act 
psrmits the agency to withhold 


identification in any proceed- 
ings until the time of public 
hearings. He added that he has 
asked the Attorney General's 
Office for an opinion on that 
interpretation. 


The desegregation directive 


was sent out last Friday, the 
commission said, on the basis 
o( a statewide agency survey 
which determined that the un- 
identified 
districts 
contained 


"the greatest degree of racial 
imbalance" in the state. 


The letter wa,s co-signed by 


Commission Chairman 
Harry 


Boyer and Kurtzman, whose de- 
partment had prepared the sur- 
vey questionnaire. 


Boycr 
told 
the Associated 


Press when queried: 


"The law is clear that confi- 


dentiality must be preserved in 
all instances up to the point of 
public hearings. In addition, the 
commission believes it can far 
better expect the kind of coop- 
eration from these districts as 


will be needed to correct racial 
imbalance by respecting such 
confidentiality." 


Kurtzman said he merely co- 


signed the letters as a matter of 
routine, adding that the depart- 
ment assisted in preparing and 
mailing the survey. 


"I could not tell you what 


criteria the commission used in 
determing the imbalance. This 
is 
the commission's 
preoga- 


tive," Kurtzman saidi 


Conmy took sharp odds with 


the 
commission 
decision 
to 


withhold the ,name of Ihe dis- 
tricts. 


"It was in error for the com- 


ihission to issue such a release 
without being willing to name 
the districts that are directed to 
s u b m i t 
the 
desegregation 


plans," Conmy said. 


"This 
immediately 
makes 


every district suspect by guilt 
by association. Any district that 
receives this letter can make it 
public at its whim. 


"I see no point In not dis- 


closing the names so long as the 
commission has taken a halt- 
step in issuing a release." 


The commission, with the as- 


sistance of the Department of 
Public Instruction, undertook a 
statewide survey recently to de- 
termine the racial composition 
of each school building in Ihe 
slate. 


The survey resulted after the 


Pennsylvania 
Supreme Court 


ruled that the commission does 


have authority to deal with de 
facto school segregation.

Children go to school until 


they are 12 or 13, and then 
work. The country is damp, the 
homes 
have no window panes, 


no heat. You could wring water 
out of your clothes, and even 
cigarettes had to be dried out 
before you could smoke them. 
The kids huddle around sawdust 
bonfires. 


Since there were no facilities 


at U-Tapao Air, Force Base, 
they drove some 30 miles to 
(he village where they rented 
a four-bedroom house for $200 
a month. There was no hot 
water, 
and 
there were 
no 


window-panes and only a few 
screens. Smudge fires took care 
of most of Ihe bugs. 


"The 
water 
situation 
i s 


terrible," Nevin reported. "You 
don't drink any water except 
that which is doctored up with 
chlorine, and we mostly drank 
soda shipped from the U.S." 


The children do not ride the 


school bus, they board a little 
motor boat and go to school 
through miles of rice paddies! 
Principle crops of the country 
are rice, cocoanuts, tapioca, 
and salt, and the big, watery 
beds, dried to produce salt, are 
most interesting to see.

burglar alarms 


A new post c.ffice is going up in East Stroudsburg 


and let's hope it will have a burglar alarm. 


Air conditioning, among the modern designs, can be 


sacrificed but it should he clear to Uncle Sam'that an in- 
vestment in a burglar alarm could very Quickly pay off. 


The Stroudsburg post office was recently remodeled 


expensively and while it does have sc.me modern protective 
equipment in key places, it had no burglar alarm to sound 
the warning that it was being sacked last weekend. 


The loss is estimated at something over $75,000 in 


stamps and although postage stamps are not as negotiable 
as money, that's a hefty haul. 


Theft of stamps from post offices is not an uncom- 


mon thing. 
Law enforcement agencies have had dozens 


in the Northeast during the last year. There are "fences" 
who will buy the stolen stamps for something like 20 to 
30 cents on 'the dollar. The fences then resell the stamps 
at a smaller discount tc. "legitimate" businesses that do a 
large amount of mailing. 


It is clear that thieves have a way to profit from 


stolen stamps and, of course, there are often other valu- 
ables in post offices. 
Registered mail was stolen in East 


Slroudsburg about a year ago. 


It is impractical to provide the size police force neces- 


sary to thoroughly patrol our community 24 hours each 
day. The most reasonable deterrent is protection at the 
source with a system to frighten the thief and alert help. 


The government ought to be able to buy a couple of 


good alarm systems for §75,000 
if isn't too late.

Senate tandem 


A vacant chair was an effective symbol in Joseph S. 


Clark's campaign which resulted in his election to the 
U.S. Senate. By this means he dramatized a major issue, 
the absentee record of his opponent, James H. Duff, who 
sought re-election. 


Senator Clark's chair has been unoccupied while he 


and his recent bride visited Vietnam and the Far East, 
and this overseas journey is one of a number Mr. Clark 
has made. The fact that it was timed for the opening 
weeks of the congressional session rather than during a 
recess would seem to prove that a mission of overriding 
importance is involved, but that is hardly the case. The 
principal development from the jaunt, as in those of other 
self-appointed diplomats who have visited the war zone 
was the need for added security measures by military 
personnel who have plenty of other work to do. 


However, Senator Hugh Scctt, Pennsylvania's other 


representative in the upper house of Congress, is back 
in Washington after having played truant since last fall 
with the result that he missed 77 roll calls. He was lec- 
turing at Oxford University during that time and although 
he received payment for that service, claims to have sus- 


•.ined a loss of $3,000 in official salary. The single break 


his Icng stay abroad came in October when he flew to 


iVashington aboard an Air Force cargo plane to cast a 
ote on civil rights legislation. 


Senators Clark and Scott have acknowledged from 


time to time thai they vote on the same side of major 
issues 77 per cent of the time.

Reaching into Reserves 
new power of President 


By CONGRESSIONAL QUARTERLY 


WASHINGTON - 
When President Johnson 


Jan. 25 ordered over 14,000 military reservists 
to active duty in connection with the Pueblo 
incident, it marked the first time that standby 
Presidential authority to call up the reserves 
ever hat! been used. 


In two earlier callups, involving the Berlin 


Wall in 1961 and the Cuba missile crisis in 
1962, 
President Kennedy requested and received 


special callup authority from Congress. 


President Johnson, however, did not go l» 


Congress (or special, authority because Congress 
in 1966 broadened the Presidential power to order 
reservists to active duty. 


Only 
ready 
reservists 
— 
those 
who 


participate in periodic drills and an annual 
summer 
training 
camp 
— are 
subject to 


Presidential 
callup. 
Even 
under 
the new, 


broadened callup powers, Congress' still must 
authorize a callup of standby reservists or retired 
reservists. 


National Guardsmen' have been federalized 


to deal with civil disorders under Presidential 
authority to suppress insurrcstions. 


Pre-1966 Callup Powers 


'President Kennedy faced the Berlin and Cuba 


crises with some standby callup authority. He 
could have ordered up lo one million ready 
reservists to active duty in a national emergency. 


But a declaration of national emergency is 


a drastic move likely to produce war hysteria 
at home and abroad. President Kennedy wanted 
to avoid such a declaration in the overheated, 
crisis atmosphere of Berlin and Cuba. 


And so in both instances, Mr. Kennedy asked 


Congress for special callup authority. Congress 
responded 
by authorizing a callup of 250,000 


reservists 
in the Berlin crisis (155,800 were 


called) and 150,000 in the Cuba crisis (14,200 
Were called). 


Congress in 1968 broadened the President's 


'. callup authority through legislation which allowed 
the .President,- until June 30, 1968, to order 
reservists to active duty without declaring a 
national emergency. • 


The new authority was contained in a rider 


to the fiscal 1967 appropriations bill for the 
Defense Department. 


The sponsors of the rider, Senate Armed 


Services Committee Chairman Richard B; Uussell 
(D Ga.) and ranking Committee Republican 
Leverett Saltonstall (Mass. 1945-C7), intended that 
it 
would 
allow 
the 
President, 
without 
a 


declaration of national emergency, to call up 
individual reservists who had avoided duty in 
Vietnam by joining a reserve unit. 


The rider drew strong opposition in the 


House, and the final version of the amendment 
limited the callup to certain individual reservists 
while providing authority for activating reserve 
units, all without a national e m e r g e n c y 
declaration. 


Reservists' nights 


Reservists called to active duty to meet 


crises such as the Pueblo incident are granted 
re-employment rights under the 1967 extension 
of

employment rights, a reservist must apply to 
his preservice employer within 90 days after 
being released Irom active duly. 


Under Ihe Soldiers' and Sailors' Civil Relief 


Act, 
activated reservists can seek through the 


courts to defer certain 
financial obligations 


contracted for in civilian li(c. 


In general, the Act gives reservists protection 


against default judgments and provides special 
rights to have default judgments set aside and 
to have court action stayed in civil suits. 


The Act also provides protection in matters 


involving interest on debts, leases, evictions and 
premiums on insurance policies.

-of industrial strength is enhancing the U. S. 
entry into the Pacific Era. 


It is altering significantly the whole picture 


in the Pacific. 


It gives the U. S. - Japanese alliance un- 


matched strength by combining the 
military 


power of the U. S. with the economic power 
of Japan in Ihe common cause of peace and 
development. 


It enables the United Stales and Japan to 


begin to share more equally the burden of 
economic aid to the emerging countries of South- 
east Asia where economic growth can bring 
political stability. 


It is giving practical leadership to regional 


cooperation among non-Communist Asian nations 
and is providing a striking example of how 
much a free economy rooted in democratic in- 
stitutions can accomplish. 


These are the ways Japan is helping to 


alter the once dim prospects in the Pacific 
so that some light is becoming visible on the 
horizon. 


Comparing the Japan of today wilh what 


it was when I was here four years ago, 1 
find three things particularly impressive: 


ONE 
— The Japanese 
are 
successfully 


achieving a unique place in history, heretofore 
balieved unattainable. They were winning the 
status of one of the world's super - powers 
without the .possession of super • weapons — 
indeed, without the possession of more than a 
handful of conventional forces. 


Today Japan is one of the world's industrial 


giants — and is continuing to grow. There is 
no end in sight; there is no visible limit. It 
is outdistancing West Germany to become Ihe 
third most productive and powerful economy. 
Its per capit:i income has been going up an 
average of 14 per cent yearly for the pasl 
seven years. Its growlh rate in GNP has been 
more than 10 per cent a year for a decade. 
And there are American economists who daringly 
foresee that both Japan's GNP and per capita 
income will match those of the U. S. before 
the century is out. 


The Japanese are puling no ceiling on their 


potential and they have no reason to do so. 
They are not a ceailing - minded people. 


TWO — Japan is moving toward a new 


sense of national mission. After a long period 
of post-war self-doubt, hesitation, and indecision. 
Japan is beginning lo seize a new role of Asian 
initiative which is opening to il because of its 
economic resources. At the recent While House 
dinner for Prime Minister Eisaku Sato, President 
Johnson described Ihe relationship between Ihe 
U. S. and Japan 
as 
u "partnership of re- 


sponsibility." Several limes in .our conversation 
here Mr. Sato emphasized thai Ihe Japanese 
government is determined to 
fnKill 
thnl 
re- 


sponsibility. 
' 


It is already doing so. It sees poverty and 


undcrdevelopment in Asia as the basic problem 
and is acting lo promote concerted efforts by 
Asians to overcome poverty through 
self-help 


and economic aid. 


Japan was first lo offer the new government 


<5f Indonesia a rescheduling of its unbearable 
accumulation of debt and is contributing equally 
with the U. S. in economic aid. It has committed 
isolf to provide economic assistance lo Asia 
at the level of one per cent of its groww national 
product and is gelling nearer to doing so. It 
initiated the Asian Development Hank and a 
Japanese is its first president. Acting President 
Suharto of Indonesia is coming lo Tokyo soon, 
his firsl trip out of Ihe country since taking 
office. 


Yihal is most encouraging is that Ihe leaders 


of non-Communist Asian nations are welcoming 
Japan's active participation in their common 
cause. The legacy of hale and suspicion left 
over from Ihe war are vanishing. The Japanese 
are earning respect and regard. 


THREE — The Japanese are handling their 


delicate relations with Red China and the Soviet 
Union wilh skill and prudence. They have no 
military power to resist either one. They are 
maintaining correcl, sometimes in o d c r a I e I y 
cordial relations with both, though it is clear' 
that Japan is profoundly ami - Communist and 
will remain so. It seeks modest irade wilh China 
and Moscow is feeling out Tokyo to help develop 
some of its Siberian resources. 


The Japanese expect to wail out the excesses 


of Mao's cultural revolution and do not fear 
a Chinese military Ihreat.

For them the "Age of 
Anxiety" was an easy out lhat allowed Ihem 
to escape wilh drugs without a sense of guilt, 


Dlly Problems 


Has anybody ever

period in their lives without problems, emotional 
upscls, family disturbances and e x t e n s i v e 
psychoneurotlc behavior? I doubt that anyone 
lias ever been free of one or more problems 
in any given day of Ihclr life. 


The real art in solving a problem Is to 


come face to-face wilh It, recognize H and be 
unafraid to solve It. Tranquilizers arc valuable 
only as a temporary means of support. They 
cannot, and must not, be used and abused to 
Ihe point lhat they deprive the person of his 
own dignity In facing problems. 


Choose Drugs Carefully 


Physicians choose these drugs wilh .great 


care. 
Some 
of (hem are 
used* for 
minor 


disturbances while others are 
employed for 


severe periods of depression. Often a drug helps 
a pallent to use Ills own inner strcnglh, but 
it is an error for. the patient to believe that 
a drug will create new strength, where U did 
nol previously exist. 


Drugs arc never a long-lcrni escape from 


problems 
thai 
can 
only 
be 
solved 
wilh 


psychotherapy. 


There is no doubl lhat "mood elevating" 


drugs can be helpful. They must, however, be 
used only for the duration that (hey arc given 
and in the doses that arc prescribed. 


Become Dependent 


Many patients become very dependent on 


these drugs and then, contrary to advice, find 
ways and means of buying (hem illegally. There 
is a fine shade of distinction between dependence 
upon these drugs and actual addiction. 


The barbiturates can be classed as a form 


of tranquilizers and are most definitely addiclivc 
drugs. 
Certainly, Ihey can help to 
blot 
oul 


neurotic problems, but in no way are they 'a 
solution of them. 


Doctor's Help Needed 


They can help with an additional few hours 


of 
sleep, but 
in 
essence 
they 
blanket the 


underlying problems that need expression and 
can only be helped by open discussion wilh 
a doctor, psychiatrist or psychologist. 


There Is a far greater abuse and misuse 


of Inese drugs, generally known as trnnquilizers, 
than is commonly suspected. Only Ihe user can 
v>sk himself Ihe truthful question, "Am 1 escaping 
the realities of living through the tiny pellets 
of fantasy?"

skins. 


They will be made into a lady's 
coat which Liebes will design. 


The $2,300 was called a record 


by Michael Dederer, president 
of the Seattle Fur 
Exchange, 


which handled the auction of 904 
skins for the state of Alaska. 


More than 100 international 


fur 
brokers 
representing 
the 


major furriers of the world at- 
tended the sale. The first lol 
wenl to Zalmon Porler of Minot, 
N.D., 
who paid $2,150 each for 


four pelts. The average for a 
single skin was $170.

long, nearly black pells, some- 
limes edged in silver, were 
made inlo capes for the manda-

czars. International competition 
in Alaska and along the West

30,000 to 40,000. If left alone the 
animals would soon die of star- 
vation, said Ed Shepherd, who 
was appointed by Alaska Gov.

WASHINGTON (AP) — You 


could get an extra break on 
medical costs if you itemize de- 
ductions this year. 


Listing your deductions—rath- 


er than using one of Ihe stand- 
ard methods—takes a good deal 
more time but it could save you 
money, especially if you made 
monthly payments on a mort- 
gage and paid real estate taxes. 


Interest 
on your mortgage 


and real estate taxes you pay 
are both legitimate deductions. 
But you should,have records lo 
back them up. 


It's in the medical field, how- 


ever, where the • now benefit 
comes into play this year. It will 
permit a medical deduction for 
anyone who itemizes and has 
paid 
medical insurance pre- 


miums. 
' 


You can now deduct for 1987 


—but only if you itemize—one- 
half the amount up to $150 you 
paid for medical insurance dur- 
ing the year without regard to 
the usual limits on medical and 
dental expenses. 


This will help taxpayers who 


ordinarily would not qualify for 
a medical deduction. 


•Normally you can deduct only 


those medical and dental ex- 
penses which exceed 3 per cent 
of your total income. 


But if you paid $140, for exam- 


ple, in medical insurance pre- 
miums during 1967 you can de- 
duct $70 of this automatically 


Madman Muntz in comeback 


PHILADELPHIA (AP)-Earl 


W. Muntz—the original "Mad- 
man Muntz' who hatched all 
those crazy advertising capers 
way back when—is back in bus- 
iness today shooting for his 
"fourth fortune." 


But after losing his first three, 


he says he's a little more sub- 
dued. 


Muntz,' whose antics in the 


late 1940s and early 1950s help- 
ed sell used cars, new cars and 
TV sets—in that order—is now 
selling stereo tape units for au- 
tomobiles. 
, 


"I'm going to hang on to this 


one (fortune)," Muntz, now be- 
spectacled at 54, said in an in-, 
terview. 


He was in Philadelphia to plug 


his company, Muntz stereo-pak 
Co. Van Nuys, Calif. 


In six years, from 1949 to 1955, 


Muntz' name was a household 
word. He claims he grossed $73 
million in Ihat period. 


But he says that he expanded 


too fast, "impatient" creditors 
moved in and he sought refuge 
under the Bankruptcy Act. 


He began his advertising cal- 


esthenics on the West Coast 
when he coined the name, "Mad- 
man", while selling used cars. 
He started a trend, and scon 
thereafter, 
"Raving 
Ralph," 


"Honest Henry" and "Looney 
Lou" popped up in Ihe used car 
trade. 


When Muntz went info TV, he 


dressed in boots and a Napol- 
eonic coat, adopting a Napoleon- 
ic pose. 


Competitors charged that he 


was "crazy like a fox," so 
Muntz had Napoleon's head re- 
moved from advertisements— 
and a Fox's was painted on in- 
stead. 


To accent a one-knob picture 


control on TV, he mailed the 
knob to prospective customers 


with this giddy line, a la movie 
star Mae West: 


"Why don't you call and we'll 


come up and see you some time 
—with the rest of the set." 


'He took half-page ads with on- 


ly two words—"Madman Muntz" 
—and perched TV sets in bus 
stations and on street corners 
when they were only a novelty. 


Muntz says his latest venture 


is prospering, despite the com- 
parative no-hum approach. 


In 1963, Stereo-Pak's 
first 


year, it grossed $1.4 million, he 
says, adding: 


"This year we should do $19 


million." 


Even now, the irrepressible 


"madman" can't resist the ma- 
gic touch of showmanship that 
pushed him into the limelight. 


"Counselors" at his stores — 


they'd be salespeople anyplace 
else—are girls under 22. And 
they all wear miniskirts. 


and the remaining ?70 can be in- 
cluded among the medical and 
dental expenses subject to the

Deduct Insurance 


Even if you are unable to de- 


duct anything because of this 
floor, you can still take the de- 
duction for half the health insur- 
ance premiums. 


Tiiose 
medicine 
and 
drug 


costs exceeding 1 per cent of to- 
tal income can also be used to 
make-up the amount subject to 
the 3 per cent floor. 


But remember you can deduct 


only Ihose medical and dental 
costs which you pay yourself. 
Expenses for which you were 
reimbursed through insurance 
are not deductible. 


For 1966 taxes, persons 65 and 


over could disregard the 1 per 
cent and 3 per cent floors on 
medical deductions but they arc 
now subject lo it anew for the 
lax returns which must be filed 
by April 15. 


If you itemize deductions you 


must have evidence such as a 
canceled check or a receipt Ihat 
you - actually spent the money. 
The Internal Revenue Service 
can request this proof. 


Don't itemize your deductions 


if you get a better break by us- 
ing one of the two standard de- 
ductions—the 10 per cent or the 
minimum standard. 


If your deductions are com- 


plex, it might be worth the 50 
cents to buy the 160-page IRS 
publication "Your Federal In- 
come Tax." 


Gasoline tax deductions 


The instruction sheets sent to 


you by IRS include tables on 
sales and gasoline taxes to help 
you figure these deductions. 


If you plan to itemize it's a 


good idea to get an early start

Medical insurance premiums 


paid by your employer cannot 
be deducted by you. 


In addition to payments lo 


doctors, dentists, nurses and 
other professional medical peo- 
ple, you can also deduct the cost 
of getting to the doctor or hospi- 
tal, such as a taxi ride. 


You can also deduct hospital 


costs paid by you, laboratory 
and surgical fees, false teeth, 
eye 
glasses, 
hearing 
aides, 


crutches, the cost of a seeing 
eye dog and the dog's mainte- 
nance, X-ray examinations and 
therapy treatments. 


A seeing eye dog is a medical 


expense and not a business ex- 
pense even if you use the dog in 
conducting a business. 


No "health" trips 


Don't try deducting a trip to 


Florida even if your doctor says 
it would be healthy. The courts 
have ruled against this as a de- 
duction. 


A deduction might be permit- 


led for a trip to treat a special 
condition but this would cover 
only the cost of transportation, 
not your living expenses. It 
would be best to check any cir- 
cumstances with IRS. 


In addition to medical ex- 


penses, interest on a mortgage 
and real estate taxes, you can 
deduct such items as state and

half of some athletes who were in that institution only 
because it chose to bend some of its own academic re- 
(liiirements downward to admit them in the first place. 


Who's at fault in these instances ? Those arrogant 


kids? Their advisers? 


Hell, no! The institutions. 
Let's take the case of UCLA. Here is a school which 


has had on its campus the past couple of years the No. 1 
college basketball player in the history of the game, the 
No,. 1 college tennis player, a No. 1 rated football team. 


That's fine. Except you have to know not one of 


them just happened lo drop by there, or struggled alone 
and prayerfully through college boards and drafty halls, 
or scrimped and 
saved lo get 
there. 
UCLA sent a 


limousine after them, so to speak. 


Arthur Aslie is as fine a gentleman as he is tennis 


player (most athletes are, lo be honest) but here is how 
it looks to Arthur, as quoted in his biography: "That 
(note: his education) cost some UCLA people a lot of 
money and I'm grateful." Hut, he adds almost at once:

Mostly bad. 
He had'advice for President 


Johnson, (or assorted Republi- 
can 
hopefuls, 
the Republican 


Parly, Congress and Black Pow- 
er leaders. He proposed a me- 
thod of ending the war in Viet- 
nam in a couple of weeks and 
suggested that a greater menace 
lo the country would bo the fur- 
ther downgrading of the dollar. 
And he announced his intention 
to re-enter the United States 
Senate. 


Here are lu's thoughts on a 


range of pressing matters: 


WAU IN VIET NAM 


"I think il would lie a very 


bad strategic mistake to stop 
bombing unless the North Viet- 
namese first remove their troops 
and stop all supplies going down 
the trail. I think then we would 
have good cause to sit down and 
talk. 
But if we stop bombing 


and she (Hanoi) jusl uses that 
pause to resupply her troops in 
the 
field 
and 
reinforce 
the 


troops, which I think she would 
do, then it would be a mistake. 


"There's only one thing we 


haven't done which I think we 
should do. 
We should destroy 


the docks at Haiphong. I was 


enlarged them within a half 
hour, so large that you could 
read Ihe nomenclature of ships 
and deck cargoes. 


The Russian expert on the 


ship read off what they wore. 
There wore large rockets being 
delivered, rockets 
now 
uein>; 


used against us. About 80 or 85 
per cent of 'all the supplies the 
North Vietnamese and Iho Viet 
Cong get come in by sea. 


"So why not just wipe those 


docks out? 
If you iiit a few 


ships, that's too bad. 
I would 


tell Russia and Czechoslovakia, 
the Panamanian and the Greek 
and English ships, "Look, we're 
going o bomb these docks Sat- 
urday afternoon at .1:30, 
Now 


if you should happen to get hit 
it's your own fault.' 
And then 


we should go in there and just 
wipe1 them out. 


"If we did, I don't see how 


Ihe war could go on possibly 
for another two or three weeks. 
This the whole concept of stra- 
tegic air, that you deny the ene- 
my fundamental supplies. You 
deny a soldier on the ground 
his weapons, ammunition or food 
—any of those—and he's going 
lo quit. 


"U often amuses me to hear 


people speak of Dean Rusk as 
being weal:, lie was in the CBI 
(China-Bunna-India 
Theater) 


when I was over there. I didn't 


know him well. But I was in 
headquarters once in a while 
and I remember — I think it 
was on D-Day — that he was 
talking about the need of send- 
ing our ground troops into China 
to prevent a Communist take- 
over." 


THE REPUBLICANS 


"Right now I don't think Ihe 


Republicans have a 50-50 chance 
of beating Johnson. 
First of 


all, he's the President. ' He has 
an ungodly amount of power, 
and people have found this pow- 
er out. 


"Then, I think the war will 


be over by campaign lime and 
will therefore not be an issue. 
The economy, as my economic 
advisers see it, will be good 
through at least the first three 
quarters. 
So there won't be 


economic problems unless the 
dollar takes a dive. 


"Now if anything happens lo 


the dollar, then I'd say we'd 
have better than a 50-50 chance 
lo beat him. The one difficult- 
to-measure major issue is the 
credibility Rap. 
And on this 


basis, Johnson is not a popular 
man. 
He's not even popular 


witli his own people. 


"And 
then, of course, it de- 


pends on the Republicans. 


"Nixon, as of now, looks like 


the man. 
Then the question 


comes 
up again, 'What 
are 


.Rockefeller and Romney going 
to do to Nixon? 
Nixon would 


be in the While House today if 


Rockefeller had done one thing 
to get him there. Supposedly 
a great popular governor, he 
couldn't carry his own state 
for Nixon. 
I don't think he 


made more than one or Iwo talks 
in favor of Nixon. And he cut 
me up so badly in the primary, 
on a completely dishonest ap- 
proach, that I never could re- 
cover from it. 


"I'll guarantee he'll do the 


same thing to Nixon and if he 
does we can't win the election. 


"I have to believe'Rockefeller 


when he says lie doesn't want 
it. 
If he says this for another 


one of two weeks then I don't 
think there's any chance of his 
ever getting in. He would have 
lo go into the Oregon primary, 
in my opinion." 


How about a Rockefeller-Rea- 


gan ticket? 


"If you want a real sharp 


answer to that, ask Reagan. 
He has no use for Rockefeller." 


How about Romney? 
"I'm not writing Romney off, 


right now. I went through that 
New Hampshire primary; made 
220 odd speeches up there, and 
I don't know how many thou- 
sands of hands I shook, walking 
around in that snow and ice. 1 
don't like that kind of campaign. 
I'm not good at it. Romney's 
perfect at it. So is Rockefeller: 
The backslapping, handshaking 
deal."

for him. I could support Reagan 
very easily. But he's convinced 
me he's not going to work on it. 
I told him that if he doesn't 
want it, don't act as if he's run- 
ning. Then he said, "I'm not 
going to work for it. 
-But if 


they want me, I'm not going to 
close the door.' 


"I think that by Ihe end of 


March we'll pretty well know 
whelher Nixon is going to be the 
man. I think that if he fails in 
the first two campaigns it will 
be Reagan, not Romney, who 
comes on. Ronnie realizes as 
•well as anybody this his inex- 
perience in foreign policy would 
be his greatest problem. But I 
think the party would disregard 
every disadvantage he lias, if 
Nixon doesn't move up." 


Is the GOP as split as it was 


the last time? 


"No, I don't think so. Frank-

CRIME 


"I think the crime situation 


in this country is now critical. 
If it isn't stopped, I don't sec 
how we can prevent anarchy. 


"It we have riots, next sum- 


mer and with Ihe same' inten- 
sity as we had last summer, 
you're going to invite the white 
man to get in Ihis act, and if 
it ever gets into a shooting war 
between white and black we'll 
have anarchy in Ihis country, 
and the black can't win. He's 
outnumbered. 


"I think that the President 


should recommend to Congress 
that if our laws of treason can- 
not cover men like Carmichael 
and Brown the law be written. 


"I don't think the present law 


can apply. But I think we can 
write a law — because we're 
not in a declared war and the 
treason has to be in consort with 
an enemy that is a country. 
In this case, the enemy is not 
a country; it's a philosophy — 
Communism. 


"I'm worried about this. 
I 


think Johnson will do everything 
in his power to keep rioting 
down this summer. 
But I get 


the feeling as I travel around 
thai (he whites, and certain mi- 
norities, are just about fed up 
with not only threats lo their 
own lives but with the idea that 
you can't feel safe walking 
around Ihe average American 
city, even in the daytime. 


"1 never Ihought I'd see Ihe 


day when I'd have to literally 


to take care of. We must con- 
centrate on seeing to it that the 
middle-aged Negro who has no 
skill gets a skill and the young 
people get into'school and learn. 
I think the President has all the 
laws he needs, right now. 
I 


think the President should lell 
his attorney general to quit be- 
ing frightened of enforcing the 
law and wherever the federal 
law can be applied to rioting, 
apply it. 


NEXT FOUR YEAKS 


"Getting the war over is the 


number one job, and I think 
we're doing that. 
I think the 


President should level with the 
American 
people 
and 
speak 


more often in an outright way 
about the war and how it's go- 
ing, 
and warn Ihe people thai 


even though this war ends iliis 
afternoon there will be Ameri- 
cans hanging around that coun- 
try for a long, long time. 


"And 
I think the American 


people should be told about the 
long range plan for Ihe mainten- 
ance of some of the giant bases 
we've built, like the one on 
Taiwan. They have the great 
itralegic importance for the pro- 
cction of the whole Far East. 
'I think the President must go 


furthod with his protection of 
the American dollar. 
I think 


it has reached a point where he 
may have to take emergency 
steps. I hate to advocate it— 
because he has caused the trou- 
ble — but he may have to in- 
voke wage and price controls. 
I would use that only as a last 
resort. But if this dollar ever 
falters, then we're going to he 
faced with not only high infla- 
tion but demand by foreign 
countries to pay up in our gold

at all. Keep the seed moist and 
warm. Absolute minimum for 
good 
germination 
for

items is 65 degrees. Many seeds 
do best at 70 to 80 degrees. 
Once the seed is sown and 
watered, it must be kept con- 
tinually moist. Jusl drying out 
one lime will usually kill many 
of the seedlings or germinating 
seed. 


Many 
commercial 
growers 


place polyelhylene sheels over 
a thoroughly watered seed box 
(called "flat"). 
Remove the 


sheet promptly as germination 
occurs. 


After sprouting, move seed- 


lings 
to a cool 
windw 
and 


allow plants to grow a bit drier, 
but never willing. This will 
harden (toughen) seedlings and 
minimize 
damp-off 
(disease) 


problems. Give them full Sun.

It seems that while 
only one per cent of 18-year-old 
males have lost all their teelh, 
50 per cent of those adults 65 
years and older said goodbye 
to theirs.
